ERMAN RAIDER SUNK, 
SOUTH AMERICA HEARS. 


British Cruiser Glasgow Said to have 
Sent Vineta to the Bottom. 


ERNAMBUCO, Jan. 21.— The 
Prussian commerce raider, be- 
lieved to be the Vineta, which 

has wrought havoc with Aljied ship- 
ping in the last few weeks in the 
South Atlantic, particularly off the 
Brazilian coast, has been sunk by 
the British cruiser Glasgow, 130 
miles off Para, according to a gen- 
erally accepted report received here 
tonight. Although the report is not 
officially confirmed, previous reports 
of the raider’s positjon caused the 
news to be regarded as authentic. 

Sinking of the raider Vineta places 
the cruiser Glasgow, c@mmanded by 
Capt. John Luce, of the Royal Navy, 
in the first rank of British naval 
vessels that have written history 
since the beginning of the present 
war. 

Thrée times since she was sent to 
the Atlantic the name of the Glas- 
gow has been prominent in fights, 
which have frustrated Prussian ef- 
forts to destroy the blockade against 
the Central Powers. 

FIGHT OFF CORONEL. 

In the memorable fight off Cor- 
onel, on the Chilean coast, on No- 
vember 1, 1914, when Rear Admiral 
Sir Christopher Craddock was lost 
with his flagship, the Good Hope, 
and the British cruiser Monmouth, 
the Glasgow, with Capt. Luce com- 
manding her, was in the thick of 
the fight. From that encounter, in 
which the Prussians were victorious, 
the Glasgow was the only British 
war vessel to escape. A different 
story of the fight might have been 
told had the battle lasted a brief 
while longer, for British reinforce- 
ments were on their way to the 
scene of the battle and arrived just 
as the two British ships went down 
with their gallant corgmapder. 

Again, about a month later, the 
Glasgow was attached to the squad- 
ren commanded by Vice-Admiral Sir 
Frederick Sturdee, which met the 
Prussian squadron seeking to avenge 
the loss of the Good Hope and the 
Monmouth. The Glasgow underwent

EAST CONGREGATIONAL. 
TRUE CHRISTIANITY LOOKS FOR 
THE GOOD. WHEREVE 
1S JUST AS GENEROUS. 
Yesterday morning Rev. James 
Enman preached in the East Con- 
gregational Church on “Calling 
Forth the Good of Others.“ He 
spoke in part, as follows: 
“Christianity differs from and is 
contrary to Pharisaism because true 
Christianity looks for and finds the 
good wherever it is. Jesus called 
a number of young men to Him. men 
whom the Pharisees had overlooked 
or rejected as worthless, and with 
them He began to Christianize the 
world.

REFUSES A REHEARING. 


Tropico Water Company Case is 
Closed, Says Railroad Commis- 
sion, in Turning Down Ap- 
plication of Title Guar- 
antec Company. 


Stating that the case is closed, 
the “tate Railroad Commiésion Sat- 
urday dismissed the application of 
the Title Guarantee and Trust Com- 
pany for a rehearing on the commis- 
tons order of January 6, in which 
the commission authorized the sale 
to the Tropico CW Water Company 
of a water system in Tropico for 
$64,000 of stock and bonds. The 
tithe company originally applied to 
the commission for authority to sell 
this system, which it obtained by 
foreclosure, for $99,700 of stock and 
bonds. 

In the rehearing petition th® title 
company stated that the $64,000 au- 
thorized would be tnadequate, and 
notifies the commission that it re- 
fused to accept the provisions of 
the commission's order. 

It stated that the commission's en- 
gineers appraised the tangible prop- 
erties covered by the original appli- 
cation of last February for this sale 
at more than $48.000, and that this 
included the price of iron and steel 
pipe, which since then has advanced 
40 per cent. in value, so that at the 
present time the physical property 
itself ie worth $67,800. The title 
company stated that this property 
valuation, with water rights and 
realty, would bring the actual value 
of the Tropico City Water Com- 
pany’s system up to $112.000. 

The commission in its order 
quoted a statement by the City At- 
torney of Tropico to the effect that 
Tropico had been offered the prop- 
erty for $50,000. 

The title company potnted out that 
there would be receipts from this 
system of more than $7500 to pay 
Interest upon bonds and stock, if 
the issue were made $99.700 as de- 
sired, and that if the rates fixed by 
the commission were not adequate 
for this purpose, they should be 
raised so as to pay 6 per cent. on 
at least this amount. 


Clarence Lyle Chrisman Saturday 
filed with the State Railroad Com- 
mission an application for a prelim- 
inary approval of his intention to 
secure from the city of San Buena- 
ventura, Ventura county, a fran- 
chise to build and maintain an elec- 
tric plant. He states that the only 
electricity in Ventura now is sup- 
plied by the Ventura County Power 
Company, which gets ‘ts electricity 
from sources without Ventura coun- 
ty. This supply of electricity dur- 
ing the winter mon.he is not good, 
he states, and especially during De- 
cember, Jandgary, ebruary and 
March the Ventura County Power 
Company is unable to furnish sum.

A multitude of people assembled 
at the First Cengregational Church 


farewell sermon of Dr. William 
Horace Day, who has accepted a call 
to the Union Congregational Church 
of Bridgeport, Ct. Long before 
the hour of worship the street for 
a block on either side of the church 
was lined with automobiles. Hun- 
dreds were turned away, unable to 
gain entrance either to the foyer. the 
galleries, or the great auditorium. 
Fully 1600 people were admitted 


and many stood throughout the 
service, 

It wasea generol outpouring of 
the people, voicing their love and 
their keen regret at the going of this 
man, who hag meant far more to the 
citizens of Los Angeles than the 
shepherd of a single flock. Dr. Day 
has been a power for righteousness 
in this city, always active in every 
movement for civic betterment, and 
his departure ig keenly felt by a 
great circle of citizens outside his 
immediate congregation. 

At the farewell reception on 
Thursday night, more than thirty 
clergymen were present, represent- 
ing every evangelical denomination 
in Los Angeles. Many of them came 
from surrounding cities. All sects 
were represented—Armenian, Jew- 
ish, Chinese, Japanese, who came to 
express their love and devotion to 
Dr. Day. 

CHURCH RESOLUTIONS. 


Preliminary to the sermon yester- 
day morning, Judge Wilbur read 
resolutions from the church, ex- 
pressing the tender affection and 
keen sorrow of the members at 
parting and referring to the fact 
that but few of the present mem- 
bers but have received the right 
hand of fellowship either from Dr. 
Day or his revered father, the late 
Dr. Warren F. Day. Their chil- 
dren know no other minister. 

In response to this Dr. Day spoke 
brieffy and with deep emotion. “I 
dare not speak to you,” he said. “of 
all that is in my heart. I thank 
you for these precious years. What- 
ever of service I may have ren- 
dered or whatever of efficiency shall 
come to me, will be in no smal! 
degree what your unstinted love and 
loyalty has wrought for me in these 
years.” 

He orged the people to unswerv- 
ing loyalty to the church in the in- 
terim before a regular pastor re- 
sponds to the call to service. The 
church begins the year with Its fin- 
ancial budget more largely pledged 
than at any previous time in its 
history at the beginning of a new 
ear. Dr. Day spoke a word of 
personal gratitude to those who have 
contributed to the services of the 
church—to the organist and to the 
choir, who have preached the gospel 
in music, to the ushers and to others 
who have rendered special service. 
CHILDREN’S PROCESSIONAL. 


A feature of the service was the 
entrance of the little members of 
the kindergarten church in proces- 
sional. As they stood at the altar 
fathers and mothers came forward, 
bringing their babies for baptism, 
and Dr. Day spoke some personal 
words ef farewell to the little folks. 
The annual installation of officers 
for 1917 preceded the sermon, which 
was taken from the text “For other 
foundation can no man lay than 
that which is laid, which is Jesus 
Christ.“ 

Referring to his going, Dr. Day 
id: 


“That ie the supreme conviction 
at the center of the life of the 
church. Had it not been for that 
faith you would not have sum- 
moned me to share tn the pastorate 
here sixteen years ago. Had it not 
been for that conviction and the 
challenge which it involves I should 
not at this time be going hence in 
response to the call of another 
church and to another service. This 
is the only text upon which I could 
preach to you at this time. If you 
will read the account in a recent 
magazine of the conditions for in- 
dustry in this war-boomed city of 
the East, you will understand a little 
more fully how it could seem pos- 
sible for we who love you to say 
good-by. The challenge of that 
task, so appalling in its difficuity, is 
paralleled by what I believe to be 
the devotion of the Christians of 
that community as they seek to 
meet it. It is a great thing to be 
asked to have a tiny share in a great 
task, but that task will never be ge- 
complished in that city by the sound, 
or in this city by the Pacific, save 
men build intelligently on the one 
foundation—Jesus Christ.” 

As the final “Amen” of the bene- 
diction fell from the lips of the pas- 
tor, the vested choir softly chanted 
“God Be With You Till We Meet

RIDICULOUS BILL. 

The Times is in sympathy with the 
main purpose contemplated by those who 
favor the corrupt practices bill before Con- 
gress. The manifest evils involved in the 
unworthy advocacy of men and measures 
by that small portion of the press which 
resorts to such bad practices in return for 
the payment of coin, the promise of office or 
other valuaDle consideration, is an evil that 


to spend money upon 
newspapers, magazines or other like publica- 
tions as an inducement to the publishers 


as a paid advertisement and printed 
as such, would not prevent or retard the 
advocacy by any newspaper of any 
or candidate on the merits of the 
case, without hire, p--chase, bonus or other 
valuable consideration. 
The objections to the corrupt practices 
act (which passed the House of Represent- 
atives July 15, 1916, and is now in the Sen- 


which it seeks to extirpate. The law con- 
templated would lead to abuses and unwar- 
rantable encroachments on the rights of the 
press under the Constitution. 

The law proposed would regulate the rate 
at which political advertising can be taken. 
If Congress has authority to regulate the 
rates for political advertising why may it 
not regulate the rates for any other kind 
of advertising? Why not regulate the sub- 
scription rates and why not regulate the 
compensation and hours of service ot news- 
paper writers and the price of white paper. 

The clause of the bill which gives the 
Postmaster- General authority to censor 
newspapers and exclude from the mails 
those which, in his opinion, have violated 
the provisions of the law, would confer 
upon the postmasters of the country a 
despotic power which would be certain to 
be misused. 

One of the restrictions of the ſaw is a 
section prohibiting the publication of a let- 
ter or communication composed by a per- 
son not an editor, officer or employee of the 
paper, unless the real name of the author 
be appended to and published with the 
communication. 

This section could be avoided by the man- 


aging editor making a piece writer” of the | 


correspondent and paying him a nominal 
sum for his communication. 

There is a section which prohibits the 
publication, either in the advertising, the 
editorial or the news columns, of any paid 
matter intended to influence any voter 
less there is printed at the head of the 
article the words: “Paid advertisement,” 
with the price for the advertisement 
and the name of the candidate or political 
committee in whose behalf the matter is in- 
serted. This section is not objectionable. 

Another section prohibits a publisher 
from charging any more for political than 
for commercial advertising. An article in 
favor of a tariff law for revenue only must 
be inserted at the same rate as an adver. 
tisement of an auction sale of damaged dry 
goods, and an announcement of candidacy 
for Congressman or Councilman at the same 
price as an advertisement of a lost dog. It 
is only necessary to state this provision to 
convince a reader of its unfairness. 

The section which seeks to regulate the 
rate at which political advertising can be 
taken and the section which makes it man- 
datory on the part of a newspaper or peri- 
odical to accept the advertising of any party 
or candidate if it accepts the advertising of 
the opposing party or candidate is evidently 
based upon the theory that a newspaper 
should rank. as a common carrier, which 
must accept all freight offered, and as a 
public utility, whose rate of charges may 
be regulated by law. 

The framers of the corrupt pratices act 
seem to have thought that the practice of 
publishing a newspaper or writing political 
articles for one is a “corrupt practice” 
which should cause the writer and publisher 
to be sent to a felon's cell, for a final 
sweeping “thou shalt not” clause in the law 
prohibits any newspaper from accepting 
any political advertisement and any per- 
son from offering one for publication, except 
in the manner and under the restrictions 
provided in the act. A person who threat- 
ens to withdraw his subscription or adver- 
tising from a publication for the purpose of 
influencing its attitude on political ques- 
tions may be punished by a fine of $10,000 
and imprisoned for two years, and a sim- 
Har punishment awaits the owner, editor, 
publisher or agent of a newspaper who ac- | 


cepts pay, and the person who pays him, 
for writing or publishing an article on po- 
litical questions except under the restric- 
tions and conditions imposed by the law. 
Unless the law can be amended so as to 
make it a reasonable, consistent and const! 
tutional measure it should find a home in the 
waste-paper morgue of Congress. a

EIGHT-HOUR DAY. 

[Railway Age Gazette: ) Whatever’ 
economic justification there may be 
for an eight-hour work day in some 
kinds of work, is no argument for its 
introduction in railway train service, 
where, as everyone knows, it is im- 
possible to divide the work into fixed 
periods of time. Train employees 
must remain_with their trains from 
one terminal to another; they cannot 
be released wherever they may hap- 
pen to be at i..¢ expiration of a cer- 
tain number of hours, and different 
kinds of trains naturally require ditf- 
ferent lengths of time to complete 
their runs. A local train with many 
stops to make for loading or unload- 
ing freight, may take ten or twelve 
hours to make a run that a passen- 
ger train will make in three hours 
and u througn freight in seven hours. 

But, as a matter of fact, everyone 
also knows thet the eight-hour work 
day has by no means been generally 
afonted in other industries, even 


under conditions where it would be’ 


United States Bureau of 
Statistics gives the hours of labor 
a day fixed by the union scale in

In 2016 
cases the prescribed working day is 
nine hours or over, and in 814 cases 
t is ten hours or over.

ROTATION HERE

Sugar-beet Growers Given 
Some Timely Advice. 


Eradication of Nematodes 
Called Necessity. 


Heat One Way of Destroying 
Creature that Preys. 
Rotation of crops as a cure for 
the sugar beet nematode is the sug- 
gestion made by the United States 
Department of Agriculture in Farm- 
ers’ Bulletin No. 772, “The Control 
of the Sugar Beet Nematode,” a 
copy of which was received here yes- 


terday. 

The government specialists have 
divided the sugar beet sections of 
the country into four groups, with 
California and. forming the 
first group. 

. Crops suggested by the government 
for rotation in these two States 
are cow peas, soy beans, sweet 
clover, rye, the millets, tomatoes, as- 
— 2 lettuce, cantaloupes, straw- 

rries, barley, corn, lima beans and 
wheat. The last four crops men- 
tioned are sometimes infested with 
beet nematodes, but may be used in 
a rotation series, the bulletin states. 

As a beginning toward eradicat- 
ing the pest the ‘government suggests 
that where small areas are infested 
| by the pest, a narrow trench about 
one foot deep be dug around the 
spots and filled with unslaͤked lime. 
inside the moat should 
also be heavily covered with lime, 
which should be thoroughly mixed 
with soil. During the hot weather 
the misting of the soil and lime 
should be renewed frequently. 

The nematodes are described by 
the government as being “exceed- 
ingly fine, threadlike, colorless crea- 
tures, so small that, except under cer- 
tain conditions, they cannot be d- 
covered by the naked eye. When first 
hatched from the eggs, they find 
their way to the nearest rootlet, force 
their way inte it and proceed to feed 
upon the plant juices. This ultimate- 
ly results in the production of a 
characteristic dense mass of root- 
lets, a condition, which in Europe, 
is described as “hunger roots,” and 
by other synonymous terms. In re- 
vere cases the beet itself is stunted 
and resembled the root of a 
plant.” 

The reduction of the crop caused 
by this pest is very ee as the 
average weight of the foliage of 
is one-fifth legs 
weight of a normally 
healthy plant and the weight of the 
beet itself falls correspondingly. The 
sugar content of the beet is greatly 
lessened, as exper:ments have shewn 
that an average of 14.9 per cent. of 
sugar in healthy beets may be low- 
ered to 8.4 per cent. in badly in- 
fected stock. 
A further count against the pest 
is ite longevity, the female of the 
species often turning into a brown 
sack or cyst, in which the eggs are 
protected and remain for years alive. 
This greatly facilitates the dissem- 
ination of the pest and for this and 
other reasons it is considered essen- 
tial by the government that a ro- 
tation of crops to eliminate the ne- 
matode should be continued for five 
years at least. Experiments in the 
government laboratories have shown 
that the eggs, even when protected 
in the brown cysts, can be destroyed 
by a dry temperature of 145 deg. 
Fahr. This heat does not injure, but 
improves the germinability of the 
seed to which the pests may be at- 
tached, it is stated.
